Money Raising 
Laws In Effect 


Among revenue raising measures 
proposed by the last session of the 
legislature 
and 
given Governor 
Pinchot's approval are four new 
laws 
which

placed in effect, increasing fees to 
be charged by the state department 
of welfare 
for 
licensing services 
coming under general supervision of 
the department. 
Approximateely $2000 yearly will 
be added to the income of the state 
through 
these 
increased 
fees. 
Agencies, individuals and corpora­ 
tions seeking to solicit funds for 
charitable purposes were formerly 
granted permits for $2 by the state. 
New legislation has raised the price 
of this permit to $10. 
Boarding 
homes for infants, 
formerly licensed

are now required to pay $5.

of welfare, have been raised from

Bicycles Need 
Lights At Night 


The division of safety of the de­ 
partment of revenue today remind­ 
ed bicycle riders of the law’s re­ 
quirement.

The light must be visible under 
normal atmospheric conditions from 
at least 200 feet in fro"* of th?
